London, Dec. 4.—" Placards nre again 
being posted," says the Tien Tsin cor- 
respondent of the Standard, wiring on 
Sunday, " announcing that a renewal of 
the anti-foreign outbreaks is imminent." 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Morning I'ost says the Hankow viceroy 
told Vice-Admiral Seymour during the 
hitter's recent visit that the court would 
never return to Pekin; but, us the cor- 
respondent learns, the Nankin viceroy 
holds just the contrary opinion. 

St. Petersburg, Dee. 3.— Kwau Chang, 
an attache of the Chinese legation here, 
in a formal interview to-day said: 

" It is futile for Field Marshal von 
Waldersee to send expeditions into the 
interior;' their presence only irritates 
the natives and increases their animosity 
towards the Europeans. The Emperor 
will not return to Pekin as long as 
foreign troops other than the legation 
guards are there. Should it be neces- 
sary the Emperor will fly further than 
Sian Fu. 

"I do not believe the United States 
intends to negotiate apart from the 
other powers. The interests of all the 
powers, including the United States, 
compel them to act in concert. Conse- 
quently it is impossible that Mr. Conger 
will be secretly instructed to act apart 
from the representatives of the other 
countries. 

" I believe the powers will soon reach 
an agreement. China is anxious to con- 
clude peace, as this condition of affairs 
means the ruin of the commerce, the 
gradual annihilation of the public wel- 
fare, and the devastation of Pekin and 
other towns and villages." 

Berlin, Dec. 3.— A despatch from Field 
Marshal Count von Wnldersee, com- 
mander-in-chief of the international 
forces in China, sent from Pekin and 
dated Sunday, December 1, says that, 
after hoisting the German Hag nt the 
Ming tombs and punishing several 
neighboring villages for the murder of 
Christians, the late Col. Yorck's detach- 
ment, commanded by Gen. Gay, returned 
to Pekin in four columns, by way of 
Yang Fnng. Chen Pien Telling, Thang 
Shan, and Niu Lan Shan, each nrjout a 
day's march northward of Pekin. The 
Knlgan expedition, the despatch also 
says, was successful. Several thousand 
Chinese regulars were driven in wild 
fright from the province of Ithi Li to 
Shan Si. The remains of the late Col 
Yorck have arrived at Pekin. 

Pekin, Dec. 8.— All the foreign envoys 
have now heard from their governments 
regarding the joint note to the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries, and a meeting will be 
held to-morrow. The envoys are not 
communicative, but enough is known 
with reference to tha objections of differ 
cut governments to make it seem doubt 
ful that the meeting will have n satis 
factory conclusion. 

Prince Ching and Li Hung Chang 
both say they are anxiously awaiting 
the demands of the powers. They dc-

London, Dec. 4.—" In response to u. 
confidential inquiry as to whether Mr. 
Kruger would be welcomed here," says 
the Vienna correspondent of the Daily 
Mail, " n polite reply was returned to 
the effect that Emperor Francis Joseph 
had made othej; arrangements for the 
next few weeks." 

Puris, Dec. 3.— Emperor William's 
telegram to Mr. Kruger, refusing to re- 
ceive him, continues to be the chief sub- 
ject of comment in the French press.. 
The afternoon papers strike a note of 
sadness. They say they see iu His 
Majesty's action the shattering of his 
reputation for chivalry. The Temps 
and. the Journal des Debuts explain 
Emperor William's message by the 
Anglo-German understanding on Afri- 
can questions. The Temps says: 

The Emperor's wording — thut he 
could not receive Kruger on account of 
dispositions already taken — is very clear. 
Everyone understands that the Em- 
peror, if not fulfilling one of the clauses 
of the recent Anglo-German accord, is 
inspired by the spirit thereof in declin- 
ing to receive Mr. Kruger. Neither the 
declarations of Count von Bulow or 
others have concealed from the eyes of 
the world that the Emperor has veered 
his policy In favor of Great Britain 
since he sent his famous despatch on 
the Jameson raid. The Emperor has 
failed to find iu Europe the alliance 
needed to brave Britain, and his people- 
have refused the credits to build a fleet. 
The consequence was the Emperor 
threw in his lot with Britain. This is 
clear, but incomprehensible. Kruger's 
advisers neither saw nor foresaw any- 
thing, and exposed Mr. Kruger to the- 
total check he has just experienced. 
This, perhaps, is not the lirst bad advice 
they gave him nnd which explains many 
things iu the pust." 

Yves Goyot, in the Siecle, compares-, 
the uttitude of Emperor William withi 
that of France, to the advantage of the- 

former. He says: • — 

"Emperor William wished to show 
that his government had not surrendered 
its power to the least enlightened, 
classes, and intimated to Mr. Kruger 
that he was opposed to his coining to> 
Berlin, to be acclaimed by bands of 
paid agitators, led by Dr. Leyds. lean, 
alllrin to a certainty thnt if Kruger ap- 
proaches the Czar diplomatically be will- 
meet with an equally categorical refusal.. 
The important diplomatic event which, 
was predicted for the week by Dr.. 
Leyds iu the press has occurred, but it 
is the collapse of all the pro-Boer illu- 
sions. Mr. Kruger's role is finished. 
Emperor William's despntch brings nigh 
the date of peace, and the commence- 
ment of nn era of prosperity for the 
Transvaal." 

Berlin, Dee. 3.— The government's, 
curt and decisive intimation that. Em- 
peror William would not be able to re- 
ceive Mr. Kruger has created a pro- 
iound impression throughout Germany. 
What may be called the anti-British sec- 
tion of the press does not conceal its an- 
noyance, and the moderate Anglo-phobo 
organs with difficulty repress their ut- 
terances of the disappointment. The in- 
spired journals declare that it. was Ger- 
many's desire to intimate definitely that 
Mr. Kruger's visit would not be wel- 
comed; and, therefore, the fact that he 
omitted to comply with the strict eti- 
quete of the German court and deferred 
asking Emperor William for nn audi- 
ence until he had reached the Belgium- 
German frontier, was eagerly seized as 
a reason for denying him such an audi- 
ence. Diplomatists generally regard 
Mr. Kruger's mission as frustrated, nnd 
consider Germany's action of great poli- 
tical importance, as denoting a new era 
in the relations between Germany and 
Great Britain. On the other hand, the 
government's attitade is certainly con- 
demned by a large portion of the na- 
tion. 

London, Dec. 3.— The Vienna corre- 
spondent of the Daily 'Chronicle wires 
I hat Mr. Kruger will not visit either 
Vienna or Rome.

Of i the Flyer 



Collision Between Her and the 
Steamer Energia Is Barely 
Averted. 



Utopia Leaves the Victoria 
Route— Wlllapa Sails For 
Northern Ports. 



Steamer iluorgin left last night for 
the Orient, after u stay of nearly forty 
.hours ut tile outer wharf, loading salt 
saiiuon. The greater part of the cargo 
o£ thits Northern Pacific liner was loaded 
hero uu thics voyage. Of her cargo of 
over auiXI tons ol freight, Victoria con- 
tributed over 11,000 tons, nearly nil be- 
ing iu suit salmon for the Japanese, 
shiWHJii by W. -V Ward, of this city, 
aim Japanese merchants of the Fraser. 
All the outward bound steamers are iiow 
taking iarge Quantities ot the sidt sal- 
mou, but. that taken by the Energia is 
the largest dhipuieiu yet made in one of 
ilie regulars. 

Tiie remainder of the -cargo of the big 
steamer wan made up of Hour, o£ which 
there was about 1,500 tons; cotton and 
miscellaneous freight. There was about 
-«'»> tons of cotton. It in not thought 
that the Knergiu will come back uudel 
the ting of her present charterers. They 
will, however, not be short of vessels, 
for two newly chartered steamers are 
now on the way across on their ac- 
count. One is the Okmshield itud the 
other the Ulenturrett. The latter ves- 
sel, .on lier outbound trip, will not only 
go to the regular porta of call iu China 
and Japan, but also to Manila, Singu- 
poro and Colombo. She will make one 
of the longest Oriental voyages made by 
any of the liners, calling at all the ports 
of 'China, Japan and the principal ports 
in the I'hilipjunes, the Straits and Cey- 
lon. 

On her way up from Tncoma to Vic- 
toria on Saturday night, the Energia 
had a narrow escape from collision with 
tho Seattlo-Taeoma steamer Flyer. The 
night was not a very dark one, and there 
was no reason for such an experience 
as that which took place. It was, say 
those on the Energia, all owing to the 
strange doings of the officers of the Fly- 
er. The two steamers were between Se- 
attle and Tncomn, the Energia bound 
this way and the Flyer to Tacoma. Both 
vessels were in the centre of the chan- 
nel, and when some distance away, the 
Fiyer whistled. The Energia answered 
and ported her helm to clear. The lat- 
ter also ported her helm, and red light 
was showing to red. which, ns is fam- 
iliar to evoryone cognizant of the rules 
of the sea, would mean that tile vessels 
would safely clear each other. The 
steamers were tints going safely towards 
each other, when the Flyer blew two 
whistles and almost immediately after- 
wards the danger signal of three quick 
whistles. She was then about one and 
half points on the lujor's bow, and to 
their dismay, the otlicers of the big 
steamer saw that the Flyer's otlicers 
were starboarding thoir helm, which 
was altering the course of the Sound 
steamer nnd steering her across the bows 
of ,the Energia. The Energia answer- 
ed tho danger signal, and both vessels, 
in consequence, were, ordered to go 
astern. As can he imagined, tho way 
on the big liner was not easily stopped, 
and although her engines were reversed, 
she still fent forward for some dis- 
tance. The Flyer wns also going 
astern, and by chance the two steamers 
cleared, but there was very little room 
to spare. The Flyer was right across 
the big vessel's hows and less than a 
ship's length away. 

Officers of the Energia say that when 
the Flyer was on the Energia's port 
bow, her rod (port) light was still show- 
ing, although she was heading neross 
the bow of the liner to starboard, which 
goes to show that the light could not 
have been properly blinded. The side- 
lights, according to the regulations for 
the prevention of collisions, should he so 
seroened to allow of being seen only 
within a certain radius.

LAND GRANTS TO RAILWAYS. 

It is well to say at the outset that this 
article is not inspired by any one con- 
nected even remotely with the provincial 
government. It must not even be taken 
. as the Colonist's final opinion on the 
subject treated of. It is simply intended 
to concentrate public opinion upon an 
important question, to the eud that, if 
it is brought up in concrete form for 
consideration, a reasonable view may be 
taken of it and a conclusion reached in 
accordance with sound principles. It is 
also desirable, in view of the expressed 
determination of the government to in- 
augurate a railway policy, that the 
question of land subsidies should be 
taken up and discussed boldly. A few 
years ago a sort of fad on this question 
took possession of the people, and with- 
out debate there was a wave of public 
sentiment against giving any more land 
to aid in railway building. It may, 
therefore, be well to mention some of 
the arguments for and against and con- 
sider them dispassionately, which it 
ought to be possible to do at a time 
-when no political party is associated 
-with such a policy. 

The great objection to land grants to 
railway companies is that they are fre- 
quently held for various purposes and 
thus locked up from the public. There 
are cases of this kind in Canada. We 
huve in mind the case of the New 
Brunswick Railway Company, which 
received from the provincial government 
something m6re than 1,000,000 acres of 
land, which have passed into the hands 
of owners formerly connected with the 
company and are held by them as a 
timber reserve, although the greater 
part of the tract is fit for settlement. It 
is at least a debateable question whether 
the preservation of this timber and tin' 
employment given to hundreds of people 
every year in connection witli its cutting 
and manufacture are not better for the 
province than it would be to have 
settlers go upon the land and burn up 
everything. A largo amount of money 
is invested in lumber mills in that prov- 
ince, and unless there is a timber re- 
serve somewhere from which they enn 
draw their supplies of logs, they would 
soon have to close down, which would 
mean a tremendous loss to the business 
of the community. It is clear enough 
that the locking up of fliis reserve has 
retarded settlement, but it is by no 
means sure that the province has not 
benefited as a whole by it. The E. & N. 
railway belt is frequently cited as an 
instance where settlement has been re- 
tarded by a land grant to a railway. 
We greatly doubt if a good case ran he 
• made out for this claim. A very large 
part of the E. & X. grant is unlit for 
settlement, that is from the standpoint 
of ranchers in this part of the world. 
We fancy, also, that if any one were 
to estimate the probable benefit that 
would have accrued to the community 
from such settlement upon that belt as 
would have taken place if the railway 
had not been built, with what lias trans- 
pired in the way of development directly 
attributable to the fact that the belt is 
in the hands of private owners, he 
would find the balance of advantage 
much in favor of existing conditions. 
We have taken these two cases from 
opposite sides of the Dominion, and 
while it cannot be said of either of them 
that they have not to some degree pre- 
vented individual farmers from taking 
up land and settling upon it, the indus- 
trial benefit to the several communities 
by reason of private ownership is, we 
are inclined to think, very much greater 
than could have been expected if the 
land had remained vested in the Crown. 

There seems to bo some reason in the 
claim that, when lands are given in aid 
of railways, some restrictions should be 
put upon them, in the matter Of their 
sale to actual settlers. To the great 
body of the public there is something 
very objectionable in a policy which 
enables any private corporation to keep 
good farming land out of the hands of 
settlers. Perhaps there is a way 
whereby this objection can be met. If 
it could be, one of the strongest popular 



objections to land subsidies would be 
removed. As a matter of fact such 
corporations arc, as a rule, quite as 
ready to sell land, which is more valu- 
able for farming than anything else, be- 
cause their object is to make their land 
productive of business. No matter how 
valuable a piece of land may be, it does 
not pay a company to hold it unless 
there is some reasonable prospect of 
realizing upon it. But it would cer 
taiuly not be unreasonable in. any future 
land subsidies, if any should be given, to 
provide that farming land should be sold 
to actual settlers on certain fixed terms 
There would be no serious objection, we 
imagine, to stipulation being made in the 
crown grants that certain areas should 
be regarded as farming lands and should 
be disposed of upon certain terms sped 
lied by the legislature. 

The value of land is undoubtedly on 
hanced by the construction of railways 
through it, and settlers would UUqut 
tionably give more for land along a rail- 
way line than for the same land if there 
were no road near it. Tin; same applies 
to highway roads. The construction of 
these through land adapted to settle 
meat enhances its Value. A proposition 
was made by some capitalists to th 
government to build a highway road from 
the head of Kitiniaat Arm to Hazel ton 
in consideration of a land subsidy. Th 
promoters of the undertaking believed, 
and we think lightly, that they would 
be able to sell enough land to pay for 
the highway. Undoubtedly the land 
cannot be hold without a highway or 
railway. But some may ask why the 
government cannot build the highway 
and sell the laud. So it can, but not so 
rapidly. Private capitalists would make 
a business of selling that particular lot 
of laud, lint the government could not 
do so. 

We put forward these thoughts for 
what they are worth, ami may have 
something more to say on the subject. 
We repeat that the Colonist is not to 
be understood as advising any system of 
laud subsidies, but only as opening the 
way to discussion of them. It may be 
better to do what can be done to assist 
railway construction by giving cash 
outright. It may be wisest to guarantee 
interest on railway bonds tinder judi- 
cious restrictions. It may be best to 
give land. Possibly what is best for 
one locality may not be best for another. 
The whole question is an open one, but 
a decision must be reached upon it in a 
very short time, and it is therefore not 
too soon to discuss it. In matters of 
this kind it is not desirable to stand 
back and throw the whole onus upon the 
government. The government has a 
right to know what public opinion is, 
for no matter what policy may be adopt- 
ed, it will never be a success unluss it 
has public opinion behind it. Moreover, 
when a policy has been adopted, it ought 
to have some element of permanency, 
which it cannot have unless the people 
endorse it. 



MR. 11. 11. COOK. 

For some time before the federal elec- 
tion, Mr. II. II. Cook made and reiter- 
ated a very extraordinary statement 
about his having been offered a senator- 
ship for $10,000. As a rule we do nqt 
think it irt worth while to trouble the 
public with ante-election charges, but 
this one is of such a nature that it 
ought not to he allowed to drop out of 
sight. Either this offer was made to 
Mr. Cook, or it was not. If it was 
made, the men responsible for it are not 
lit for public life. If it was not made', 
the fact should be established beyond a 
doubt. We recognize the difficulty of 
proving a negative, and hence admit 
that the government cannot be asked to 
prove that such an offer was not made; 
but at the same time, the government 
enn surely devise a means whereby Mr. 
Cook can be compelled to choose be- 
tween submitting his proof to some com- 
petent tribunal and declining to do so. If 
he does the latter, the negative will bo 
satisfactorily for the purposes of all 
reasonable men. If he submits tin.' evi- 
dence upon which lie relies, the govern- 
ment will have an opportunity of an- 
swering it. We think, therefore, that it 
is the duty of the government to take the 
initiative in disposing of this matter, by 
providing the requiaitu tribunal. Fail- 
ure to do *o will be open to the interpre- 
tation that 'the government fears the 
proof. The case is not one that ran be 
disposed of by a speeeli in parliament. 
It must he tried out on sworn testimony, 
or at least the man responsible tor the 
charge must he afforded an opportunity 
to make it good on sworn testimony. 
With less than this the people of Can- 
inda will not he eatislied, nor ought the 
government itself to rest content with 
anything less. 

ISLAM 1 TRANSPORTATION. 

The Xanaimo Herald thinks the best 
way for Victoria to communicate with 
Vancouver is via 'the city in which it is 
published. It claims that route as the 
quickest and best; It thinks that six 
hours would be sufficient to convey pas- 
sengers and mails from Victoria to Van- 
couver, and, of course, the same would 
be sufficient for the return journey. By 
leaving here at a. m u a passenger 
could get to Vancouver by this route, 
spend two hours in that city, and he 
hack by 8 p.m. The Herald says that 
such an arrangement would be a great 
thing for all points along the line of 
the E. & X., by reducing the time to the 
Mainland, which now taken part of two 
days, After speaking of the proposed 
railway to the head of the Island, the 
Herald says: 

The day is coming when great ships 
will unload their cargoes at Alberni and 
Victoria into cars destined to cross the 
continent, and when, the traffic from 
Yukon will pass up and down the length 
of this Island. It is for Hum city to take 
time by the forelock and seize the op- 
portunity which, if neglected, will leave 
it side-tracked once and for all. As we 
have already pointed out, n step in the 
right direction would be the diversion of 
the mails to the easy and natural route

The Oregonian is a prouounced Repub- 
lican paper, and, therefore, prima facie 
an advocate of protection, hut we Bud 
it saying: "On the Pacific Coast the 
belief in protection will hardly avail 
longer against the imperative demand 
for free trade with Asia anil Oceania." 
The remark is made apropos of an un- 
derstood intentioa on the part of Rus- 
sia to place a heavy duty on American 
products entering Siberia. We are not 
going to discuss how far the develop- 
ment of Oriental trade will be likely to 
affect protective ideas generally, hut it 
may be worth while suggesting that 
steps ought to he taken to secure for 
Canada, if possible, some reciprocal con- 
cessions, which will give our producers 
as favorable an entry into Siberia as 
will he enjoyed by those of any other 
nation under any treaties likely to be 
arranged. A steamer left Portland a 
few days ago for Vladivostok with a 
mixed cargo, embracing Hour, fruit, 
meats, butter, oats, hardware and other 
articles. None of these can he shipped 
from the United States any better than 
from Canada, and probably we are quite 
as well able on this side of the line to 
build up a trade with Siberia as our 
Southern friends are. We hope to see 
the subject taken up by the Minister of 

Commerce.

Craigflower 

Road Again 

Council Busy With the Old Dis- 
pute at Yesterday Evening's 
Session. 



Little Progress Made and Board 
to Meet Again This Even- 
ing. 



The apparently Interminable Craigflower 
road dispute engaged the attention of the 
board of aldermen at Its regular session 
yesterday evening for over uu hour and a 
half, nud when an adjournment was reach- 
ed at 10:45, that step was taken with the 
understanding that the council will meet 
this evening again to continue diseusslon on 
the same subject and attempt to arrive at 
n solution of the dlfliculty. The other busi- 
ness dealt with by the board was purely 
routine and of an unimportant character. 
Ills Worship Mayor Hay ward presided nud 
all the aldermen were present. 

Before taking up the regular business, 
Aid. Cameron asked the privilege of mak- 
ing a complimentary reference to the spe- 
t!al edition of the Times newspaper on j 



had benefitted from the opening up of the 
street, but It was apparent that the city 
could not do more than pay one-third of the 
cost, and It would be a dangerous thing to 
establish a precedent by granting two-thirds 
of the cost as the share of the city. 

Aid. Kinsman agreed that the city had 
got a great deal of benefit from the opening 
up of the street, and for that reason was 
entitled to pay for the cost. 

Aid. Stewart said that as no one could 
tell what the Incoming council could do. It 
was In the Interest of the property own- 
ers for them to accept the one-third now 
offered by the council. 

Aid. Brydon agreed with Aid. Stewart. 
Aid. Williams' motion was then put and 
lost. 

The Terminal Hallway By-Law was then 
finally passed. 

Aid. Yates' by-law for the remuneration 
of property owners affected by the exten- 
sion of Broad street, was then Introduced 
and rend a first time. 

The council then went Into committee on 
the Craigflower Road Re-Opening By-Law. 

Aid. Beekwlth pointed out that It was 
agreed at former sessions of the board that 
a by-law should be Introduced providing 
compensation for the property owners af- 
fected on the expropriation of the land. 

Two by-lnws having been prepared by the 
city solicitor, the latter explained that this 
was dono so that the council might choose 
between two forms of compensation— expro- 
priation, or by local Improvement, where 
the city contributes one-third, and the par- 
ties benefitted two-thirds of the cost. 

The Mayor did not think the council eonld 
deal legally with a new form of by-law 
without formal Introduction. 

To this Mr. Bradburn replied that as long 
ns the Intent of the original by-law was 



A long argument then ensued ns to the 
wisdom of the retention of the first clause 
In the by-law under discussion (No. 1) which 
repealed the Craigflower Road Closing By- 
Law. Mr. Bradburn contended that there 
was no use for the clnuse being maintained 
on the by-law, ns In the eyes of the law the 
closed road was non-existent, and the coun- 
cil would virtually create a new thorough- 
fare by following the plan of expropriation 
n3 was proposed. It was finally decided to 
have the clause stand. 

Mayor Hnyward made strenuons objection 
to the retention of the clnuse In the by- 
law which mentioned the lots traversed qt 
ent Into by the road. The city was throw.- 
lng away Its case by mentioning the lots. 
It was not known to whom they belonged!. 

Aid. Yntes thought the onus of proving 
who owned the lots would lie with the 
claimants when the matter came up for 
arbitration. 

Aid. Kinsman expressed disgust at th« 
muddle the council were gfeiviug into nr: 
the matter. They were going back to the 
same old phase of the dispute. 

Further lengthy discussion ensued, and It 
was finally decided to adjourn until this 
evening, to allow the city solicitor to make 
some changes In the by-law.

Great Northern ond Mackenzie 
& Mann Unite British Col- 
umbia Interests. 

Big Scheme to Develope South 
British Columbia and Van- 
couver Island- 



The following article, from the Van 
couver World of Friday last, is pub 
lishod for what it is worth: 

It is understood that the successful 
result of the vote at Victoria yesterday 
whereby the new ferry by-law was 
agreed to by the citizens of the capital, 
is but the forerunner of a scheme to 
briug the Great Northern into Vancou- 
ver. It is stated that a proposition will 
shortly be placed before tho municipal 
authorities for through connection with 
the Great Northern railway, and that 
the line will run into Vancouver from 
the south side of the Fraser river. The 
road is now built to Liverpool, but it is 
not known whether a bridge will be con- 
structed opposite Westminster and the 
line brought in thnt direction, or 
whether it will be brought from Ladner, 
uear which will be the end of the rail- 
way system and the point of transfer 
for the ferry to Victoria. In this case 
the line would be brought in over Lulu 
island and tap the delta of the Fraser 
river in almost the same wny that is 
now adopted by the new Vancouver & 
Lulu Island railway. The story was in 
circulation in tho city to-day, and is 
alleged to have been received on good 
authority. 

HAS MUCH REIIIXD IT. 

An important mining deal has lately 
been transacted in the Interior, which 
in an indirect way is connected with 
railway operations in the province, so 
that one can hardly be mentioned with- 
out telling of the other in the same 
article, It Is reported thnt James 
Breen, representing himself and a New 
York syndicate, has secured the control 
of 5.000.000 shares of the Dominion 
Copper Company, owned principally by 
Mackenzie & -Mann, which also controls 
valuable propositions in the vicinity of 
the now famous Ironsides and Knob 
Hill mines. Behind this deal lies a 
scheme for the development of the 
whole of the southern part of the prov- 
ince. Mr. Breen is better known as the 
manager of August Hein/.e's smelter at 
Trail, which he built. 

When in charge at Trail lie formed a 
plan unci has almost completed arrange- 
ments with the C. P. H. whereby Hoinze 
was to hand over to tlie ('. I'. It. his 
rnilway privileges in British Columbia, 
and tlie company on its part was to 
allow ITeinze to have undisputed rights 
4„ the smelting industry in the whole of 
rtM> province as far as it was concerned 
or ,-<uld assist. This plan was evolved 
by JJiveu alone, and was unfolded to 
lieinr.1' at I'.uUo. Mont. 

WOULD NOT PLAY SECOND. 

lionize WotlM nnf Consent to the 
earrving nut of the deal, as he won d 
necessarily be playing second fiddle to 
the C P It., and this he did not propose 
to do. The result was thnt soon after 
Breen left his employ and engaged with 
the British America Corporation, the 
owners of the Le Hoi. began to build 
for them a smelter at Northport, he him- 
self taking an interest in the works 
The success of this smelter is well 
known, and was due partly to Mr. 
Brocn's complete mystery of the smelt- 
ing problem. 

THE HAND OF JIM HILL. 

About six or seven months ago tlie l.e 
Uoi company bought out Breen's inter- 
est, tin nsiderntion being a little less 

than $500,000. He then took a trip 
through the Westcn States and the 
Boundary country and other districts ol 
British Columbia, to discover a place 
where he eonld erect a smelter of his 
own that would be a profitable venture. 
From the experience gained m connec- 
tion with the works at Northport he 
determined that he would have mining 
properties attached, so that he would 
not be dependent entirely upon custom 
smelting for his business. \\ bile en- 
gaged in this way Breen wns active in 
another way. He it was who proposed 
to Jim Hill that he buy the Spokane 
Fulls & Northern railway, and his hand 
is also seen behind the announcement 
that the Great Northern has r">eiire(l 
from the Canadian promoters the char- 
ter lately granted by tho British Colum- 
bia legislature for a rnllwn.v in the 
country adjacent to Grand Forks, Cas- 
cade arid CAVSOn, B. C. The Canadian 
cohlpflny had some difficulty in at- 
tempting to secure rights-of-way through 
the Colville Indian reserve, in United 
States territory, from Hie government at 
''Washington, lint the Great Northern 
people had no trouble in getting what 
they require along this line. 

MACKENZIE & MANN IN IT. 

Mackenzie & Mann were interested in 
tb<> deal. Acting for them was Lewis 
Lukes, known as their confidential man. 
who was at Spokane while the arrange- 
ments were being completed whereby 
the Canadian charter was secured by 
the Great Northern. All this is only 
the beginning of the workings of a 
gigantic scheme of opening up and de- 
veloping Southern British Columbia, 
from Grand Forks to Vancouver and 
Victoria. It is well known that the 
policy of J. J. Hill has been to push bis 
railway forward as far as the agricul- 
tural and mining industries that follow 
in tlie wake of a developing line would 
warrant. 

THEY WILL CO-OPERATE. 

Mr. Lukes is now in Victoria, no 
doubt looking after the interests of the 
Victoria, Vancouver & Eastern, the 
charter of which is controlled by Messrs. 
Mackenzie & Mann. The provincial 
government has expressed itself as will- 
ing to help any railway having for its 
object the opening up of the southern 
portion of the province; and as Hon. 
Clifford Siflon spok<5 In a similar strain 
and said it wns no ante-election 
promise, it may be reasonably hoped 
that the V. V. & E. will soon secure a 
bonus that will enable the promoters to 
go on" with the building of the road nt 
once. There is no doubt but thnt there 
is un understanding between the Grout 
Northern and Mackenzie & Mann to co- 
operate in the opening up of this south- 
ern country by means of this railway. 
The people of Victoria yesterday decided 
by a great majority in favor of this 
gigantic enterprise. 

It is not necessary to detail what tliLs 
means to the Boundary, Oknnngnn and 
Similkameen districts and the Eraser 
valley, ns these benefits have nil been 
set out before in speaking of this pro- 
posed (line, the arrangements for the 
building of which are now hearing com- 
pletion. Suffice., it to say that any fur- 
ther news containing the assurance of ( 



the establishment of the railway will 
be hailed witli delight by alt along the 
line of route. 

VICTOHIA'S VOTE. 
By 1,735 votes to 319 the ratepayers 
of Victoria carried tlie railway ferry by- 
law in which the Great Northern is in- 
terested. The counting ended the live- 
liest contest which ever occurred over 
a municipal issue in the history of Vic- 
toria, and by a vote more than 5 to 1 
the ratepayers have expressed approval 
of the by-law which promises connection 
With the Great Northern system on the 
Mainland. 

CASCADE TO NELSON, WASH. 

In connection with its scheme the 
Great Northern recently secured the un- 
disputed right-of-way from Cascade, B. 
C, to Nelson, Wash., which line is to 
form the connecting link between the 
Great Northern extension from Marcus, 
on the Spokane Falls & Northern, to 
Republic. This is the piece of survey 
that the Great Northern and Canadian 
Pacific have been fighting over for sev- 
eral months. This means that the 
original survey of the Kettle river line 
will lie followed out and will open up a 
valuable stretch of mineral country that 
up to the present time 'has enjoyed but 
little development on account of the 
prospective lack of transportation for 
the ore. This original surVey follows 
the Kettle river from its mouth, near 
Marcus, northerly across the boundary 
line near Cascade, and back across tlie 
line at Nelson. In order that this line 
might be built it was necessary that the 
short piece of right-of-way from Cas- 
cade to Nelson, in Canadian territory, 
be secured, and this is tlie matter that 
it is reported hay just been settled, and 
a long fight with the Canadian Pacific 
brought to an end. The franchise for 
this short piece of line was secured in 
September last by John Manley from 
the Canadian government, and then 
began the light for its possession. It is 
now said that the Great Northern paid 
a large sum of money .for it, but that 
the investment will soon pay for itself 
when once the line is in operation. Con- 
struction work on the Kettle river 
branch of the road was begun about 
two months ago. and at thnt time it was 
reported thnt it would not follow the 
original survey, owing to the inability 
of the Great Northern to secure this 
small piece of Canadian road.

HUNT CLUB RACES. 

Full Account of the Bigger Event at 
Col wood on Saturday. 

Some of the riders in the second event 
of the Victoria Hunt Club's race meet 
at Cohvood on Saturday have taken ob- 
jection to the report appearing in tlie 
Colonist, saying the riders did not fall 
oft' their horses, but that the horses fell 
with them. Of course, it was never 
intended to convey the impression that 
the riders simply slipped from their 
saddles, but, to please the aggrieved, the 
following communicated account of the 
race is published: 

" The race for the Ladies' Cup was 
confined to horses belonging to members 
of the club, but non-members licensed 
by the committee were permittee! to ride. 
Weight, 145 pounds; licensed riders to 
carry 7 pounds more. Nine horses start- 
ed: " Mr. T. P. Button's Thunder, rid- 
den by Mr. Tom Patton; Mr. J. D. 
Peuibertou's Disappointment, Mr, F. 
Ward's Lady Homdas, Mr. Sperling's | 
Phnronh, and Mr. II. Hardy Simpson's 
Bstella, ridden by their respective own- 
ers; Mr. Wrigley's Lightfoot, ridden 
by Williams; Mr. W. F. Burton's Min- 
ovid, ridden by B. Taylor; Mr. J. D. 
Prentice's Lordship, ridden by H, Tay- 
lor; and Major Dupont's Jessica, rid- 
den by W. Lelievre, licensed riders. 
The backers seemed to favor Mlnovid, 
Thunder and Estella, which horses fin- 
ished in the order named, but fi long 
way apart, for the race was fruitful of 
grief, and misfortune befel both Trnin- 
der and Estella, while Mr. Ward's Lady 
Douglas was the only horse of the 
others to pass the winning post. 

" Lightfoot took the lend at tlie stnrt, 
setting a very-hot puce; Lordship came 
next and then Estella. followed by the 
rest in pretty close order; in fact they 
were all so close that some of the horses 
jumped the Bret fence touching each 
other. All clenn-.il the big jump in 
front of tlie stand: but at the next 
fence Pharoah pecked on landing, re- 
covered himself, -pecked again, and 
finally fell, rolling over Mr. Sperling, 
who was badly shaken up, but not seri- 
ously damaged. Lady Douglas had lo 
be almost pulled up to avoid the fallen 
horse and man. The others went on in 
much l he same relative positions as far 
as the regulation fence on the far side 
from the stand, where Estella, who had 
to be Tn^''"l nut a little for the purpose 
of passing Lordship, who was yawing 
about just ah. .ul or her, took advantage 
of her rider and shot outside tlie wing. 
Before she could be got straight again 
at the fence the rest were nearly all out 
of sight up the hill. Jessica came next 
at tie- jump, ami after knocking down 
the guard-rail, fell over the fence, 
tin-owing Lelievre nnd running on alone. 
Two fences further on. Disappointment, 
to avoid a collision with the riderless 
Jessica, swerved into tlie wing and fell 
over it.

Five of the Gang Arrested Last 
Week Get Heavy Sen- 
tences.

Sneak thieves had better keep clear of 
Victoria, and if here would do well to 
restrain that something which induces 
them to appropriate what does not be- 
long to them— that is, if they are not 
desirous of breaking a few piles of that 
metal which has made the roads around 
Victoria famous for their smoothness 
and durability. Each fall for a number 
of years past Victorians have been an- 
noyed by visits from a swarm of sneak 
thieves from the American side, many 
of them in organized bands. They 
chiefly confined' their operations to shop- 
lifting, but occasionally wandered into 
the byways of the burglar and forced 
their way into residences and stores. 
The police have done their best to keep 
these men out, but some are bound to 
find their way past the officers, and, once 
here, are hard to keep track of. How- 
ever, they were yesterday given a warn- 
ing by Magistrate Hall which will make 
them less anxious tg vohiiJ here. It was 
not mere talk, but a practical warning. 
There were seven of the gentry in the 
dock, charged witli several petty thefts. 
They had agreed among themselves that 
three should plead guilty to all the 
wrong-doing and thus endeavor to get 
the other four off, and light sentences 
for the three pleading guilty. But Chief 
Langley would accept no compromise, 
and went after the whole gang, succeed- 
ing in convicting all but two. Then it 
was that those who had pleaded guilty 
wished they had not done so. The 
magistrate commenced dealing it out in 
doses that made those hardened crim- 
inals whimper and plead for mercy. 
After a little talk on buy and the de- 
mands of society, His Honor called the 
first of the gang, J. II. McDonald. 

" You," he said, " have been convicted 
of stealing from A. Holmes and the Pat- 
terson Shot? Company. The value; of. 
the articles is not great, but society; 
must be protected from such men as 
you. I propose to protect them for a 
while. On the lirst charge you are sen- 
tenced to six months' imprisonment with 
hard labor; and on the second charge 
six mouths, to commence at the expira- 
tion of the lirst term." 

McDonald is a young man, probably 
little over 20. He was apparently little 
concerned over the sentence. Not so 
the next one called— a large, well-fed 
looking individual named Rogers, who 
Said he wns a hard-working miner, but 
whose soft hands gave the lie to his 
statement. He pleaded for a light sen- 
tence, saying he had no connection with 
tlie robberies, and that he pleaded 
guilty to get the othors off. The magis- 
trate told him he was foolish to nllow 
himself to be made a scapegoat of, and 
gave him a year — six months for the 
Holmes robbery, and six months for 
stealing silk handkerchiefs from a 
■Tap. 

Turner, the next one on the list, ad- 
mitted being in possession of a coat 
stolen from S. Iteid. As the value of 
this was over $10, the magistrate point- 
ed out to the prisoner that he was liable 
to a sentence of fourteen years, but in 
this case would gi>"e him but nine 
months. Edmunds, on the same charge, 
got; a like sentence; and Kyan, who 
was connected with but one of the 
thefts, got six months.' 

Nothing was proved against Adams 
nnd McDermott, so they were charged 
with vagrancy and allowed out on their 
own recognizance until this morning. 
They are probably well away by now, 
Chief Langley promising tlietn an inter 
esting reception if they remained.

;Farmers Institute Decided to 
Take Steps to Erect a 
Creamery, 



And Move In Other Directions to 
Advance Prosperity of 
District. 



A supplementary meeting of. the Mut- 
siltii Farmers' Institute was held in the 
1. O. U. 1<\ hull, Abbotsfortl, ou Thurs- 
duj", November -2, being called tor the 
purpose of discussing how to make the 
institute more profitable to its members; 
ulso, if it was deemed expedient, to 
gutlier any information regarding Chi- 
nese and Japanese to lay before the roy- 
al commission, and to elect a delegate 
to attend the Central Farmers' Institute 
meeting at Victoria, on December 17 
next. 

The president, Mr. Morrison, called 
the meeting to order, and asked the 
secretary to read the minutes, which, on 
motion, were disposed of, and consider- 
able discussion then ensued as to the 
desirability of collecting information in 
response to a letter received from Mr. 
Deane, secretary of the, royal commis- 
sion, as to the number of Japanese and 
Chinese engaged in ' agricultural and 
market gardening pursuits, and the ef- 
fects of their competition in these in- 
dustries, in the district. The .secretary 
was directed to reply that happily their 
presence and competition, except in 
lishing, was not much felt in Mntequi 
municipality, as there was scarcely a 
dozen Orientals employed in agricultur- 
al undertakings; but, doubtless, the 
presence of the Japs would lend to the 
sole monopoly of the fishing and boat- 
building professions of British Columbia, 
if some immediate steps were not taken 
to prevent it. 

Several schemes were then advanced 
as to how to made the institute more 
profitable to its members and the dis- 
trict in general. Mr. Page stated that 
the Dairymen's Association of British | 
Columbia would shortly import one on j 
more carloads of various kinds of thor- 
oughbred stock, which would prove pro- I 
Stable to the members, by securing a 
means of improving their stock, by work | 
ing on a co-operative basis. This ] 
was favorably received, and the secre- 
tary was directed to ask Mr. Munroe, the 
late secretary, to forward the books of i 
the institute to Mr. Page, for audit, so 
that the funds in his hands could be. 
determined and the amount collected, 
supplemented with a small grant for i 
this purpose. 

The president thought another good | 
way of popularizing the institute was | 
in the establishing of a creamery in some 
central and suitable spot, which met 
with a very hearty response from all 
present, and it was unanimously decided 
that a meeting of the institute members 1 
jmd the public in general be called on 
Saturday, December 7, inst., at the 
municipal ball, directly at the close of 
the council meeting (about 1 p.m.). in 
order to further discuss and arrange for 
its location and erection. It was fully 
demonstrated that there was nothing to 
lose but something to gain, whereby in- 
ducements would iie given to settlers to 
clear their lands and find a little ready 
cash for their products near at hand. 
This and the need of a saw mill has been 
a long-felt want. Why should a man 
with 1(50 acres of hind to his name (if 
he wants to keep the wolf from his 
door) be compelled to shoulder his blan- 
kets, as is the case with a great many, 
to go fishing or hay-making to I,adners, 
to the negilect and detriment of his own 
place? But a brighter vision dawns. 
The secretary was directed to make this 
meeting well known, and to collect and 
iulist what co-operation the provincial 
government allowed. Mr. Fage, vice- 
president, remarked that he would so- 
licit from various firms the prices of 



ed, and that a building could cheaply be 
run up in the locution of some nice 
creek of pure water, which abounded in 
several parts, and when built, would 
pave the way lor several more import- 
ant schemes to be laid before the insti- 
tute in the matter of co-operation; it was 
only a right and good beginning that 
was needed. 

The .next item on the programme was 
the appointing of a delegate to attend 
the Central Farmers' Institute, and 
what lino of action to advocate in the 
true interests of the settlers.

boat, at a much reduced rate than at 
present, by giving some small subsidy, 
ou the plan of the cheap workingmen's 
trains in London, and by this means en- 
abling farmers to attend to their own 
business in town, anil lie a means of 
their wives and daughters having a 
chance to now and again have a little re- 
creation and change, and be a mutual 
benefit all round. 

On motion of Mr. Fage, seconded by 
Mr. Punier, it was decided that Mr. L. 
It. Authier attend the Central Farmers' 
Institute meeting at Victoria on Decem- 
ber 17. 

Thus ended a business meeting, anil if 
the ideas are rightly carried into effect, 
they must -be productive of good to a ma- 
jority of Mutstmi people and the public 
at large.

A UNIQUE PAKIjI AMEXT. 

The Chef* Plaids of the Channel Islands 
and Itti Curious Customs. 

Prom London Express. 

The other day I attended the opening 
if the as yet tin reformed Parliament of 
Sark. 

There iM lint one house, and it is cal- 
led the Chefs Plaids. So far so good; 
for I believe every sane political reform- 
er agrees that the model state should 
have one legislative body only. 

Hut, alas, thi.s single liou.se is exclus- 
ively 11 House of landlords, exclusively 
a House of hereditary legislators. The 
lieople of the island are not allowed to 
elect their representatives. Land alone 
is represented; not wealth, nor intellect, 
nor the toiling musses, nor the submerg- 
ed tenth. And the land is represented 
in u peculiar way. 

When the island, t;hen uninhabited, 
was grunted in 1005 b.v Queen Elizabeth 
tn Holier de Carteret, Lprd of >St. Ouen 
in Jersey, it was stipulated that he 
should colonize it, and should grant parts 
of it to forty of lii.s retainers or follow- 
ers as copyholders or customary tenants 
under him. It was also stipulated that 
these tenants, though they '.night alien- 
ale their holdings upon payment to the 
lord of a thirteenth of tile value, might 
o'i no account subdivide them. Tints 
there are still in the island the original 
forty estates; and tlie holder of each es- 
tate occupies with regard to the seigneur 
or lord almost exactly the same position 
as a 'loilde' or a baron occupied in the 
old feudal days of Normandy with re- 
gard to the sovereign. 

The existing parliament of Sark is. in 
effect, I he 'asscmldee dos leude* el bar- 
ons' of the island. The law of strict 
primogeniture obtains, and there would 
lie to-day forty hereditary members of 
the Chefs Plaid hut for two eireutn- 
stancets. 

One is that if a tenant happens to he a 
woman she does not sit. though she may 
vote in the house by proxy. The other 
is that, in the course of years certain 
ef the members by inheritance or pur- 
chase have acquired more than one ea- 
rn io. 

There are now, therefore, not more 
thun about thirty actual silting mem- 
bers of tlie Chefs Plaidsi. They repre- 
sent— if they can be said to represent — 
a population of some 750 souls, and n» 
extent of about l,^7. r ) acres. Tlie tenure 
by which each member holds is that in 
riwpect of each state an anned man 
must be provided for tlie defence of the 
island. 

The hereditary and ex-offlcio chief of 
tlie militia is the seigneur, who in vir- 
tue of his position, has military rank in 
the nrmy, even if, :ih was the case a 
few- years ago. he chnnccs to be in holy 
orders. The late seigneur was Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel the Rev. T. Collings, 
M.A.— surelv tlie last of tlie old Xorman 
Fighting ecclesiastics, first of whom w.-is 
Odo, Bishop of Haveux. It may shock 
Mr. Htigr Price Hughes to learn that 
this priestly seigneur wore uniform and 
a sword upon occasions'. 

As I have said, I attended the recent 
opening of the Chefs Plaids. The 'leudes 
el barons.' almost entirely (ishermen- 
farmers, came in their Rundny-bret to 
the parliament house, which also serves 
us the court of justice and as the hoys' 
schoolroom. They gathered outside in 
the sunshine, awaiting tin- arrival of 
the sovereign and his ministers, and 
tii iked about tile fishing and Hie crops. 

Presently the seigneur walked over 
from the seigneurie. He wore a straw 
iiat nnd a suit, of dittos, and carried un- 
der his arm some big books, the current 
records of his dominions. 

There came also the seneschal, an of- 
ficer who is appointed for life by the 
seigneur, and who combines in his own 
person the duties of Speaker of the 
House, Prime minister. Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and Chief Justice. He, like 
the members, is a Sarkeso fanner; but

I notice that he sports a larger nnd 
whiter shirt-front, a nattier black tie, 
and better cut clothes than even his, 
lord the seigneur. 

The other great ofQcere of state, the 
Prevot and the Gretller, were not be- 
hindhand. The Prevot is the Attorney 
General; Sergeant-at-Arms aud Bailiff. 
The Gretller is tlie Keeper of the Rec- 
ords, the Clerk of the House, Registrar 
of the Court and Parliamentary Chap- 
lain. When all were assembled they 
trooped in aud took their places, the or- 
dinary members occupying the foremost 
of the school benches, the Seneschal, 
with the seigneur ou his right, seating 
himself at a baize-covered table, and the 
Gretller propping himself upou a high 
stool behind a desk. The Grelller said 
the Lord's Prayer in French, all stand- 
ing; and, with some bustle, members and 
spectators settled down to listen to tlie 
roll-call. 

Any member not present in person or 
by proxy was fined five francs, and then 
tlie business began. 

I need not describe it in detail. Tlie 
financial statement was made by the 
Seneschal; taxes wore voted; the corvee, 
or amount of personal work to be done 
upon the roads by each house-holder 
and each owner of a, horse and cart, 
was settled, and a few acts, chiefly re- 
lating to police, were passed, and for- 
mally assented to by the seigneur, who 
by I he way, has the power of veto. The 
voting was b.v word of mouth, each 
member upon being appealed to by the 
Grofller, saying "pour" or "centre," as 
the case might lie. 

It was. upon the whole, a harmonious 
assembly, though even little Sark lias its 
Dr. Tanners, its Tommy Bowleses, and 
its Labhys. The ministers and state of- 
ficials spoke French. The members, 
however, spoke the Sark dialect, which 
is practically the language in which 
Robert YVneo wrote the "Roman de 
Ron" in the twelfth century. A day or 
two later I found the good Seneschal 
presiding in court to try nn amusing 
case in which the Vicar of Sark appear- 
ed as defendant on a charge of having 
unlawfully detained a certain stray fowl, 
the property of a neighbor. 

It was Racine's "Los Plaideurs" over 
again. Had the Seneschal been a Bacon 
or Coleridge lie could not have looked 
wiser on the bench, nor could he have 
better executed the duties of his office. 
The vicar was defeated.

Steamer Queen City returned to port 
at 2:'M yesterday Afternoon, after a 
stormy passage to Cape Scott and way 
ports of the West Coast. She was de- 
layed by having to seek shelter on one 
or two occasions from the violence of 
the storm-stirred seas, and in loading 
3,. r >mj cases of salmon at the Clayoquot 
cannery for the ship Naiad, now at the 
outer wharf. 

Purser McLaren had in his care 
$1,800 in gold from the Wreck Bay 
black sand mines. The rough weather 
is interfering much with the workings, 
but notwithstanding all drawbacks the 
machines are kept going, and the Queen 
City gets a consignment of gold from 
there on nearly every visit. 

On her next trip tlio steamer will in 
all probability bring down a quantity of 
ore from the Monitor mines, on Alberni 
canal. The aerial tramway is now in 
operation and has begun dumping tons 
of rich-looking ore into the blinkers. 

No wreckage was reported to the "Ul- 
cers of the steamer, which goes to show 
that the month of November has passed 
this year without loss of any craft. 
Last year there were a number Of 
wreck;; iti that month off the Island 
coast. The Libertad, Hero and Otfcer 
disasters occurred during that nionti) ■of 
gales. 

A number of potlatchos are going 'on 
along the Coast. At Nootka and 
Kyuquot are the largest. At the latter 
point the feasting and dancing are of 
the old and now passing style. Several 
passengers of the Queen City who were 
present in the large hut of Chief Al$n 
during the progress of the potlntch, say 
it was a most interesting affair. The 
Siwashcs for miles up and down the 
Coast hnd gone in their canoes to Kyu- 
quot, nnd a large crowd foregathered in 
the long hut on the rancherie. At night 
big driftwood fires were made in the 
centre of the hut and all the guests sat 
around, the men and women being 
grouped separately. A few in the fore- 
ground were beating Siwash drums ami 
chanting, and there was dancing galore. 
The war dances were danced, although 
the dancers did not look very war-like, 
and, after other, tribal dances and 
specialties had been seen, the wolf- 
dancers came out, 

This is the great feature of the pot- 
latch. Selected dancers— the best the 
tribe affords-- are garbed in wolf-like 
costumes, with head-dresses, masks and 
long tails. These Indians, looking like 
fiends, run around, jumping and rolling 
about until they begin to foam »: the 
mouth, and are in a perfect frenzy. 
They snap and bite at the spectators, 
and Anally several klootchmen are 
dragged out in the centre of the hut, 
near the fire, and pulled about by their 
hair by the dancers, without protest 
from either the women or spectators. 
After this spectacle has been in progress 
for some time, the dancers give Severn! 
unearthly yells, and. lifting the women, 
dash off to the woods. 

The wolves are then supposed (o have 
dashed into the village, secured their 
prey and lied to their haunts in flit 1 
woods. For three or four days the 
klootchmen taken by the wolf dancers 
are kept hidden in the woods, and nt 
last they come dragging into the hut 
timing their coming ar night, when the 
hut is filled with spectators, an act 
which suggests thai they are not hidden 
far from the rancherie. They conn 
back with faces nnd shoulders scratched, 
with clothes torn and hair dishevelled 
with blood discoloring them in several 
places— in fact, made up most realistic- 
ally to represent the fact of having been 
preyed upon by the wolves the dancers 
are supposed to represent. 

When the women return, the chief 
calls for cheers to chase the wolves— 
nnd it was to this state that the spec 
taclo had advanced when the passengers 
left. This was the big event, but there 
were many minor features of Chief 
Atla's potlatch. Chief, sub-chiefs nnd 
tyees of the tribe gave of their goods to 
tiiose present, the white men being in- 
cluded. They came in for four bits or 
a dollar In several distributions of 
wealth, which was made in the now 
manner of handing equal shares around, 
and not in the scramble method some- 
times adopted by the givers. A number 
of Indians had given $300 or S400 away, 
and on the day following the departure 
of the Queen City, a tribesman was to 
give away to the guests $4.00. 

While the Indians were nt the big 
potlatch, ti monster whale, about 200 
feet long, drifted in to Cape Cook and 
went ashore. It was secured by some 
of the white settlors. 

From Quatsino nnd Cape Scott there 
was little news of interest, work going 
on quietly at both the coal and quartz 
properties at the former place. M. 
Pearson arrived from there, and said 
that things had been very quiet of late.

Mr. Carlisle, one of flu; superintendents 
of the Mount Baker mines, says that af- 
ter the appropriation of $6,000 has been 
expended on the Mount Baker road his 
oxpenses will have just begun, as the 
amount he expects to spent in extending 
nnd completing the road to his mines 
and on machinery, will far exceed the 
government grant nnd the amount raised 
by private subscriptions. Mr. Carlisle 
is anxious to see the road pushed 
through at all hazards and tit all pos- 
sible speed, even if he has to share the 
expense. 

RAHLY SETTLERS. 

Chinese Fishermen Said to Have Been 
Here Fifteen Centuries 
Ago. 

A Washington despatch snys: 
"Information of great interest has 
come to Minister Wu Ting Fung bearing 
on the discovery of America by the Chi- 
neso fifteen centuries ngo. This after- 
noon Minister Wu received a letter from 
the Far West, which contained what he 
believed to be important additional facts 
on the subject. The letter is written by 
II. B. Bnothbv, of Eureka, Humboldt 
county, California. Mr. Boothby writes: 
■"Dear Sir,— I read with interest your 
remarks anent the discovery of America 
h- the Chinese. It may interest you to 
know that there is in Oakdnle, Stanis- 
laus county, Cal., a Chinaman of the 
inline of Charley Wah Loimg, who is 
acquainted with a Chinese cook who 
formerly worked in the gold mines in 
Cariboo, British Columbia. He snys 
that in the gravel of that stream the 
workmen found n large number of ob- 
long coins with holes in them. The 
coins were quite large nnd were minted 
during the reign of one who guided the 
destinies of China 2,000 years ago. 
Several miles farther up the stream the 
mining party found written upon a huge 
rock a number of Chinese characters, 
which recorded that a Chinese vessel 



hnd been sent on a voyage and that the 
party hud landed on the coast west of 
that point; that they were attacked by 
the natives of the country and suffered 
great loss. Much of the writing was 
illegible. 

"I think if you would advise Charley 
Wah Loung, Ottkdule, Stanislaus coun 
ty. Cal., he can supply the address o 
tho aforesaid person. Jim Young, 
whoso Chinese name is Yep Yuem, who 
is n commission merchant somewhere on 
Washington street, San Francisco, is 
also acquainted with the man.
